Edgar  J.  Mandel  was  among  the  best- 
known  and  most  noteworthy  researchers 
of  Far  Eastern  numismatics.  His  brilliance, 
passion  and  energy  were  the  source  of 
countless  developments  in  East  Asian 
numismatics,  and  his  memory  and  impact 
on  the  subject  remains  legendary 

Born  October  12,  1912,  in  New  York  City, 
Mandel  studied  architecture  and  in  1954, 
became  vice  president  of  Burdines,  the  largest  department  store 
in  south  Florida.  During  his  tenure,  his  responsibilities  included 
coordinating  and  planning  the  construction  of  new  stores. 

Throughout  his  professional  career,  Mandel  devoted  time  to  his 
prime  hobby  of  studying  and  collecting  East  Asian  coins  and  charms. 
Captivated  by  the  art  and  history  surrounding  these  pieces,  Mandel 
embarked  on  a path  of  research  and  study  that  set  him  apart  from 
average  collectors.  While  on  one  of  his  many  trips  to  the  Far  East, 
he  anticipated  buying  many  great  Asian  coins,  but  had  no  way  of 
knowing  what  he  wanted  as  the  catalogs  that  were  available  at  the 
time  were  incomplete  and  inaccurate.  He  then  sought  out  to  collect 
as  much  information  as  he  could  while  in  Asia  in  order  to  complete 
a catalog  that  collectors  would  find  beneficial.  The  result  would  be 
known  as  the  most  comprehensive  catalog  ever  published  on  the 
subject  of  cast  Korean  coinage. 

Cast  Coinage  of  Korea  was  introduced  in  early  1973  and  hailed  as 
a numismatic  masterpiece.  Satisfying  a void  of  information  that 
had  plagued  serious  collectors  of  Oriental  coins,  the  book  became 
a standard  on  the  subject.  With  notable  features  such  as  coverage 
on  all  cast  series  of  coins  from  996  AD  to  1891,  a Chinese-Korean- 
English  numismatic  dictionary  and  a systematic  numbering  system 


that  would  allow  expansion  for  new  discoveries.  Cast  Coinage  of 
Korea  easily  replaced  all  previous  works  on  the  subject,  which  were 
either  weak  in  scope,  inaccessible  or  out-of-print.  Additionally,  the 
book  illustrated  each  coin  type  in  ink  rubbings  — an  advantageous 
procedure  that  clearly  demonstrates  size,  style  of  characters  and 
width  of  rims. 

Though  Mandel  made  his  literary  debut  in  1968  with  Trial  Listings: 
Korean  Charms  and  Amulets,  followed  by  Copper  and  Brass  Coins 
of  Kirin,  it  would  be  his  work  in  Cast  Coinage  of  Korea  that  would 
establish  him  as  an  expert  in  Far  Eastern  numismatics.  In  the  years 
that  followed,  he  returned  to  Korea  and  Japan  to  study  the  collections 
in  both  countries’  national  banks  and  to  consult  with  authorities 
there.  The  immense  volume  of  new  material  gathered  on  the  trip 
required  another  year  and  a half  to  incorporate  into  the  final  version 
of  Cast  Coinage  of  Korea.  He  also  found  time  to  write  and  publish 
two  additional  books:  Charms  and  Temple  Pieces  of  the  Malay 
Archipelago  and  Japanese  “E”  Sen. 

Mandel  died  February  17,  1976,  in  Coral  Gables,  Florida,  at  the  age 
of  64.  His  appreciation  for  academics,  history  and  research,  along 
with  his  great  eye  for  quality,  were  instrumental  in  the  formation  of 
The  Mandel  Collection  — an  assemblage  that  heavily  focuses  on  the 
Charms  and  Amulets  of  Korea.  Considered  by  many  to  be  one  of  the 
most  extensive  collections  of  its  kind  in  the  field.  Stacks  Bowers  and 
Ponterio  is  honored  to  have  been  chosen  to  auction  this  advanced 
and  comprehensive  assortment  of  struck  Chinese  silver  coins,  charms 
and  amulets.  Part  One  of  the  collection  will  be  featured  at  our  April 
2013  Hong  Kong  Auction  and  will  focus  on  Chinese  and  Asian  coins, 
while  Part  Two  highlights  the  Korean  charms  and  amulets  included 
in  the  collection,  and  will  be  presented  at  our  August  2013  Hong 
Kong  Auction.

Bids  will  not  be  accepted  from  persons  under  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  without 
a parents  prior  written  consent  which  acknowledges  the  Terms  of  Sale  herein  and 
agrees  to  be  bound  thereby  on  behalf  of  the  underage  Bidder.  Tlie  auction  sale  of  a 
lot  is  complete  when  the  Auctioneer  so  announces  by  the  fall  of  the  hammer  or  in 
any  other  customary  manner. 

THIS  IS  NOT  AN  APPROVAL  SALE.  Bidders  who  physically  attend  the  Auction 
Sale,  either  personally  or  through  an  agent  (“floor  Bidders”)  should  carefully  exam- 
ine all  lots  which  they  are  interested  in  purchasing.  Bidders  who  bid  by  telephone, 
either  personally  or  through  an  agent,  receive  a similar  benefit  as  floor  Bidders  in 
being  able  to  actively  participate  in  the  live  Auction  Sale  (“Telephone  Bidders”). 
Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  these  Terms  of  Sale,  NO  PURCHASED 
ITEMS  MAY  BE  RETURNED  EOR  ANY  REASON.  All  prospective  Bidders  who  ex- 
amine the  lot(s)  prior  to  the  Auction  Sale  personally  assume  all  responsibility  for 
any  damage  that  Bidder  causes  to  the  lot(s).  Stacks  Bowers  shall  have  sole  discre- 
tion in  determining  the  value  of  the  damage  caused,  which  shall  be  promptly  paid 
by  such  Bidder.

U.S.  Dollars,  Hong  Kong  Dollars  or  Chinese 
Renminbi  are  accepted  as  cash  payments.  All  invoices  will  be  made  in  United 
States  Dollars.  If  paying  in  Hong  Kong  Dollars  or  Chinese  Renminbi,  Buyer’s 
invoices  will  be  credited  with  the  amount  of  U.S.  Dollars  received  from  Auc- 
tioneer’s bank.  Credit  cards  will  not  be  accepted  for  this  Auction  Sale. 
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Stacks  Bowers  reserves  the  right  not  to  release  lots  for  which  good  funds  have  not 
yet  been  received.  On  any  past  due  accounts,  Stacks  Bowers  reserves  the  right, 
without  notice,  to  extend  credit  and  impose  carrying  charges  (as  described  be- 
low).

Any  and  all  claims  based  upon  Buyers  failure  to  receive  a purchased  lot.  Buyers 
receipt  of  a lot  in  damaged  condition,  or  otherwise  related  to  delivery,  must  be  re- 
ceived in  writing  by  Stacks  Bowers  no  later  than  the  earlier  of  forty-five  (45)  days 
after  payment,  or  the  date  of  the  Auction  Sale  (the  “Outside  Claim  Date”).

Buyers  who  pick  up  in  California  and 
New  York  or  shipments  to  Buyers  in  California  and  New  York  without  a valid 
Resale  Certificate  which  has  been  provided  to  the  Auctioneer  prior  to  the  auc- 
tion will  be  charged  all  applicable  sales  tax.  Please  note  that  the  purchase  of 
any  coin  or  bullion  lot(s)  with  a price,  including  the  Buyer’s  Premium,  in  excess 
of  One  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500)  are  exempt  from  California 
sales  tax.  These  exemptions  do  not  apply  purchases  of  currency.  On  any  tax  not 
paid  by  Buyer  that  should  have  been  paid,  even  if  not  collected  by  Stacks  Bowers  by 
mistake,  error,  negligence  or  gross  negligence.  Buyer  remains  liable  for  and  agrees 
to  promptly  pay  the  same  on  demand  together  with  any  interest  or  penalty  that 
may  be  assessed. 

6.  Financial  Responsibility.  In  the  event  any  applicable  conditions  of  these  Terms 
of  Sale  herein  are  not  complied  with  by  a Buyer  or  if  the  Buyer  fails  to  make  pay- 
ment in  full  by  the  Default  Date,  Stacks  Bowers  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole  discre- 
tion, in  addition  to  all  other  remedies  which  it  may  have  at  law  or  in  equity,  to:  (a) 
rescind  the  sale  of  that  lot  or  any  other  lot  or  lots  sold  to  the  defaulting  Buyer,  retain- 
ing all  payments  made  by  Buyer  as  liquidated  damages,  it  being  recognized  that  ac- 
tual damages  maybe  speculative  or  difficult  to  compute,  or  (b)  resell  a portion  or  all 
of  the  lots  held  by  Stacks  Bowers,  in  a commercially  reasonable  manner,  which  may 
include  a public  or  private  sale,  in  a quantity  sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  Stacks  Bow- 
ers to  satisfy  the  indebtedness,  plus  all  accrued  charges,  and  Stacks  Bowers  may 
charge  a sellers  commission  that  is  commercially  reasonable.  More  than  one  such 
sale  may  take  place  at  the  option  of  Stacks  Bowers.  If  Stacks  Bowers  resells  the  lots. 
Buyer  agrees  to  pay  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  incidental 
costs  of  sale,  including  reasonable  attorneys  fees  and  costs,  cataloguing  and  any 
other  reasonable  charges.  Notice  of  the  sale  shall  be  by  recognized  overnight  cou- 
rier service,  or  by  U.S.P.S.  Certified  Mail,  Return  Receipt  Requested  to  the  address 
utilized  on  the  Bid  Sheet,  Auction  Consignment  and  Security  Agreement  or  other 
last  known  address  by  Stacks  Bowers.  Tlie  proceeds  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  any  damages  occasioned  by  Buyers  breach,  then  to  any  other  indebted- 


ness owed  to  Stacks  Bowers,  including  without  limitation,  commissions,  handling 
charges,  carrying  charges,  the  expenses  of  both  sales,  reasonable  attorneys’  fees, 
costs,  collection  agency  fees  and  costs  and  any  other  costs  or  expenses  incurred. 
Buyer  shall  also  be  liable  to  Stack’s  Bowers  for  any  deficiency  if  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  or  sales  are  insufficient  to  cover  such  amounts.  Buyer  grants  to  Stack’s  Bowers, 
its  affiliates  and  assignees,  the  right  to  offset  any  sums  due,  or  found  to  be  due  to 
Stack’s  Bowers,  and  to  make  such  offset  from  any  past,  current,  or  future  consign- 
ment, or  purchases  that  are  in  the  possession  or  control  of  Stack’s  Bowers;  or  from 
any  sums  due  to  Buyer  by  Stack’s  Bowers,  its  affiliates  and  assignees.  In  addition, 
defaulting  Buyers  will  be  deemed  to  have  granted  to  Stack’s  Bowers,  its  affiliates  and 
assignees,  a security  interest  in:  (x)  the  purchased  lots  and  their  proceeds,  and  (y) 
such  sums  or  other  items  and  their  proceeds,  in  the  possession  of  Stack’s  Bowers, 
its  affiliates  or  assignees,  to  secure  all  indebtedness  due  to  Stack’s  Bowers  and  its 
affiliated  companies,  plus  all  accrued  expenses,  carrying  charges,  attorney  fees,  and 
costs,  until  the  indebtedness  is  paid  in  full.  Buyer  grants  Stack’s  Bowers  the  right  to 
perfect  its  security  interest  by  any  permissible  means,  including  by  filing  a UCC-1 
financing  statement  for  such  items,  and  to  assign  such  security  interest  to  any  affili- 
ated or  related  company  or  any  third  party  deemed  appropriate  by  Stack’s  Bowers. 
If  the  auction  invoice  is  not  paid  for  in  full  by  the  Default  Date,  a carrying  charge 
of  one-and-one-half  percent  (1-1/2%)  per  month  may  be  imposed  on  the  unpaid 
amount  until  it  is  paid  in  full.  In  the  event  this  interest  rate  exceeds  the  interest 
permitted  by  law,  the  same  shall  be  adjusted  to  the  maximum  rate  permitted  by  law, 
and  any  amount  paid  in  excess  thereof  shall  be  allocated  to  principal.

ANY  LOT.  NO  WARRANTY,  WHETHER  EXPRESSED  OR  IMPLIED,  IS  MADE 
WITH  RESPECT  TO  ANY  LOT  EXCEPT  FOR  WARRANTY  OF  TITLE,  AND  IN 
THE  CASE  OF  TITLE,  AUCTIONEER  IS  SELLING  ONLY  THAT  RIGHT  OR  TITLE 
TO  THE  LOT  THAT  THE  CONSIGNOR  MAY  HAVE  AS  OF  THE  AUCTION  SALE 
DATE.  ALL  LOTS  ARE  SOLD  “AS  IS”  AND  WITH  ALL  FAULTS.  PURCHASER 
HEREBY  ASSUMES  ALL  RISKS  CONCERNING  AND  RELATED  TO  THE  GRAD- 
ING, QUALITY,  DESCRIPTION,  CONDITION,  AUTHENTICITY,  AND  PROV- 
ENANCE OF  A LOT. 

a.  COINS  OR  CURRENCY  LISTED  IN  THIS  CATALOG  GRADED  BY  PCGS,  NGC 
OR  ANACS  CACHET,  OR  ANY  OTHER  THIRD  PARTY  GRADING  SERVICE  OR 
EXAMINED  BY  THE  BUYER  PRIOR  TO  THE  AUCTION  SALE  MAY  NOT  BE 
RETURNED  FOR  ANY  REASON  WHATSOEVER  BY  ANY  BUYER,  EXCEPT  FOR

b.  For  non-certified  coins  that  have  not  been  examined  by  the  Buyer  prior  to  the 
Auction  Sale:  if  it  is  determined  in  a review  by  Stack’s  Bowers  that  there  is  a material 
error  in  the  catalog  description  of  a non-certified  coin  or  the  coin  is  not  authentic, 
such  lot  may  be  returned,  provided  written  notice  is  received  by  Stack’s  Bowers  no 
later  than  seventy-two  (72)  hours  of  delivery  of  the  lots  in  question,  and  such  lots 
are  returned  and  received  by  Stack’s  Bowers,  in  their  original,  sealed  containers,  no 
later  than  fourteen  (14)  calendar  days  after  delivery,  in  the  same  condition  the  lot(s) 
were  delivered  to  the  Buyer,  time  being  of  the  essence. 

c.  If  an  item  or  items  are  returned  pursuant  to  the  terms  herein,  they  must  be 
housed  in  their  original,  sealed  and  unopened  container. 

d.  Late  remittance  or  removal  of  any  item  from  its  original  container,  or  altering  a 
coin  constitutes  just  cause  for  revocation  of  all  return  privileges. 

e.  Grading  or  condition  of  rare  coins  or  currency  may  have  a material  effect  on 
the  value  of  the  item(s)  purchased,  and  the  opinion  of  others  (including  indepen- 
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dent  grading  services)  may  differ  with  the  independent  grading  services  opinion 
or  interpretation  of  Stacks  Bowers.  Stacks  Bowers  shall  not  be  bound  by  any  prior, 
or  subsequent  opinion,  determination  or  certification  by  any  independent  grading 
service. 

f.  Questions  regarding  the  minting  of  a coin  as  a “proof”  or  as  a “business  strike” 
relate  to  the  method  of  manufacture  and  not  to  authenticity. 

g.  All  oral  and  written  statements  made  by  Stacks  Bowers  and  its  employees  (in- 
cluding affiliated  and  related  companies)  are  statements  of  opinion  only,  and  are 
not  warranties  or  representations  of  any  kind,  unless  stated  as  a specific  written 
warranty,  and  no  employee  or  agent  of  Stacks  Bowers  has  authority  to  vary  or  alter 
these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Auction  Sale.  Any  alteration  shall  be  effective  only 
if  in  writing  and  signed  by  an  officer  of  Stacks  Bowers  authorized  to  do  so.  Stacks 
Bowers  reserves  the  right  to  vary  or  alter  the  Terms  of  Sale,  either  generally  or  with 
respect  to  specific  persons  or  circumstances,  in  its  sole  discretion.  Any  variation 
or  alteration  shall  be  effective  only  if  in  writing  and  signed  by  an  officer  of  Stacks 
Bowers  authorized  to  do  so. 

h.  Bidders  shall  have  no  recourse  against  the  Consignor  for  any  reason  whatsoever. 

i.  Bidder  acknowledges  that  the  rare  coin  market  is  speculative,  unregulated  and 
volatile,  and  that  coin  and  currency  prices  may  rise  or  fall  over  time.  Stacks  Bowers 
does  not  guarantee  or  represent  that  any  customer  will  be  able  to  sell  for  a profit  in 
the  future. 

j.  Bidder  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Stacks  Bowers,  nor  its  employees, 
affiliates,  agents,  third-party  providers  or  consignors  warrant  that  auctions  will  be 
unimpaired,  uninterrupted  or  error  free  and  accordingly  shall  not  be  liable  for  such 
events. 

8.  Waiver  and  Release.  Bidder,  for  himself,  his  heirs,  agents,  successors  and  assign- 
ees, generally  and  specifically  waives  and  releases,  and  forever  discharges  Stacks 
Bowers,  and  its  respective  affiliates,  parents,  shareholders,  agents,  subsidiaries,  em- 
ployees, members  of  their  respective  boards  of  directors,  and  each  of  them,  and 
their  respective  successors  and  assignees  from  any  and  all  claims,  rights,  demands 
and  causes  of  actions  and  suits,  of  whatever  kind  or  nature,  including  but  not  limit- 
ed to  claims  based  upon  Auctioneer  s negligence,  whether  in  law  or  equity,  whether 
known  or  unknown,  suspected  or  unsuspected  (a  “Claim”),  which  Bidder  may  as- 
sert with  respect  to  and/or  arising  out  of,  or  in  connection  with  any  challenge  to  the 
title  to  or  authenticity  of  any  goods  purchased,  the  sale  itself,  any  lot  bid  upon  or 
consigned,  and/or  the  auction,  except  where  such  Claim  is  otherwise  expressly  au- 
thorized in  these  Terms  of  Sale.  It  is  the  intention  of  Bidder  that  this  waiver  and  re- 
lease shall  be  effective  as  a bar  to  each  and  every  Claim  that  may  arise  hereunder  or 
be  related  to  the  Auction  Sale,  and  Bidder  hereby  knowingly  and  voluntarily  waives 
any  and  all  rights  and  benefits  otherwise  conferred  upon  him  by  the  provisions  of 
Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads  in  full  as  follows: 

“A  GENERAL  RELEASE  DOES  NOT  EXTEND  TO  CLAIMS  WHICH  THE  CREDI- 
TOR DOES  NOT  KNOW  OR  SUSPECT  TO  EXIST  IN  HIS  OR  HER  EAVOR  AT  THE 
TIME  OE  EXECUTING  THE  RELEASE,  WHICH  IE  KNOWN  BY  HIM  OR  HER 
MUST  HAVE  MATERIALLY  AEEECTED  HIS  OR  HER  SETTLEMENT  WITH  THE 
DEBTOR.” 

9.  Disputes.  If  a dispute  arises  concerning  ownership  of  a lot  or  concerning  pro- 
ceeds of  any  sale.  Stacks  Bowers  reserves  the  right  to  commence  a statutory  inter- 
pleader proceeding  at  the  expense  of  the  Consignor  and  Buyer  and  any  other  ap- 
plicable party,  and  in  such  event  shall  be  entitled  to  its  reasonable  attorneys’  fees 
and  costs.  Stack’s  Bowers  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  or  postpone  the  Auction  Sale 
or  any  session  thereof  for  any  reason  whatsoever.  No  Bidder  shall  have  any  claim  as 
a result  thereof,  including  for  incidental  or  consequential  damages.  Neither  Stack’s 
Bowers  nor  any  affiliated  or  related  company  shall  be  responsible  for  incidental 
or  consequential  damages  arising  out  of  any  failure  of  the  Terms  of  Sale,  the  auc- 
tion or  the  conduct  thereof  and  in  no  event  shall  such  liability  exceed  the  purchase 
price,  premium,  or  fees  paid.  Rights  granted  to  Bidders  under  the  within  Terms  and 
Conditions  of  Auction  Sale  are  personal  and  apply  only  to  the  Bidder  who  initially 
purchases  the  lot(s)  from  Stack’s  Bowers.  Tlie  rights  may  not  be  assigned  or  trans-

These  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Auction  Sale  and  the  auction 
shall  be  governed  by  and  interpreted  in  accordance  with  applicable  Hong  Kong 
law  (except  in  the  case  of  any  disputes  between  the  Auctioneer  and  parties  who 
residents  of  the  United  States,  in  which  event  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California, 
regardless  of  the  location  of  the  Auction  Sale  shall  apply).  Eor  the  sole  benefit  of  the 
Auctioneer,  All  Bidders  agree  that  the  Hong  Kong  courts  have  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion to  settle  all  dispute  arising  out  of  or  related  to  these  Terms  of  Sale,  the  Auction 
Sale  or  any  lot.
